Articles, cartoons and editorials that have been published 
in the daily press and other publications in reference to sugar 
situation and alleged cause of sugar shortage have in many 
instances been misleading and create a wrong public opinion 
against candy and sugar industry. The candy industry has! 
been represented as obtaining sugar while the public was I 
denied. 
Present conditions relative to sugar will continue to ai 
greater or less extent for several years to come. Publication j 
6f erroneous reports on the situation have been in most in-1 
stances unintentional and due to lack of information on th e1 
subject. 
Walter C. Hughes, secretary of the National Confection­ 
ers’ Association says that in self defense the candy industry 
must acquaint the public with the facts as to its usage of 
sugar and the position it occupies as a legitimate industry 
maintaining large payrolls and carrying its full share of the 
nation’s tax burden. 
Mr. Hughes places entire confidence 
in the public and the press to do justice by any industry if 
they know the truth of the situation. 
Mr. Hughes states that the candy industry has done all in 
its power to save sugar and that statistics show that of all 
candy produced, about 47 per cent is sugar and 53 per cent 
other materials such as chocolate, fruits, nuts, corn syrup, 
molasses, cocoanut, gelatin, milk and other food products. 
The present sugar situation is due to failure of our gov­ 
ernment to buy Cuban raw sugar last fall at 6 1-2 cents peri 
pound. About the only way to help the situation now is for 
the government to locate the speculators and not resort to 
camouflage by blaming sugar using industries and private 
users and harrassing western sugar manufacturers who are 
doing their utmost to increase production.

day, is a legal holiday and should 
be observed as such by all schools 
in the state. 
Mr. Wilson further 
urges all qualified voters to go to 
the polls on election day and *exer- 
cise his or her right of franchise 
as a citizen of t h e . United States 
by voting. 
"W ithin 
the last few days we 
have received a num ber of letters 
from teachers and others interested 
inquiring as to w hether or not No­ 
vember 2, national election day, is 
a legal holiday,” Mr. Wilson writes. 
“ I desire to advise that it is a legal 
holiday and should be so observed. 
"Every teacher who' is old enough 
to vote should go to the polls and 
cast his or .her ballot. The teachers 
should also teach between now and 
the day of election the im portance 
of every good citizen in a* great 
republic like ours casting his ot­ 
her ballot on election day.

willingness to serve their country 
during the war they were thought 
of as slackers.
